(continued from front page) 

There Is another provision dealing 
\\ ith the posting of “No Shooting” 
signs. Any farmer who posts would 
have to tyeep off his land—Including 
visiting friends and relatives. The 
only ones allowed to shoot would be 
members of his family who live with 
him. 

The bill hadn't received final ap¬ 
proval from the house at the time of 
writing and before passing it the gov¬ 
ernment was expected to hear argu¬ 
ments from the Fish and Game Assn. 

The new Election Act, which would 
return the “X" system of marking 
ballots to provincial elections, has 
become the biggest issue of the cur¬ 
rent session. 

As of last Friday, members had de¬ 
feated it for nine hours—six hours 
on second reading and three hours 
in committee of the whole assembly. 
Many more hours of debate were an¬ 
ticipated. 

The opposition is claiming the gov¬ 
ernment wants the voting system to 
change for political advantage—using 
the “X” system to split up the op¬ 
position vote among two or more par¬ 
ties. 

Members of the house are working 
long hours In an effort to finish the 
session before Good Friday. If the as¬ 
sembly can’t be prorogued this week 
there w ill have to be a short adjourn¬ 
ment followed by a brief sitting in 
April.
